First-of-year sales are 
worth a second glance

Now that the holidays are over, 
yliy’re probably not looking for more 
ways to spend money. 

‘But January is a good time to find 
good prices on just about anything. 
Pre-inventory sales, post-holiday 
sales — and the old standby, 
January white sales — can mean big 
savings for the alert consumer. 

Major appliances, housewares 
and linens of all kinds are among the 
best buys during the first weeks of 
the new year. Toys, electronics and 
holiday decorations may be offered 
at substantial reductions as well. 

January is also a good time to buy 
winter clothing, including coats. 
Fashions‘ do change from year to 
year, but ‘‘classic’’ styles are 
always in vogue — and late-season 
clearance sales can be a good way to 
build your winter wardrobe without 
spending a lot of money. 

While January savings can really 
mount up, consumers still need to 
shop carefully. Just because a store 
sends out a slick advertising flyer, 
that doesn’t necessarily mean its 
prices are better than the competi- 
tion’s. Keep in mind that some items 
may be put on sale because they’re 
damaged in some way. 

Some . merchants won’t accept 
returns on sale items, so be sure to 
check the store’s policy if you're not 
sure the item is exactly what you 
want. And, as always, compare 
prices and check the merchandise 
carefully before you buy. 

Seals of approval can be found on 
many products, but often consumers 
are unaware of the meaning of the 
seal. 

What doés the Good Housekeeping 
seal mean to you? How about the UL 
seal on, electrical goods? If you're 
like many consumers, you think of 
such emblems as ‘“‘seals of ap- 
proval’”’ that set better-quality goods 














apart from the rest. But that’s not 
necessarily the case. 

Let’s start with the Underwriters 
Laboratory Seal — the letters “UL” 
in a circle. The UL seal means that 
the manufacturer has paid Under- 
writers’ Labs to check the electrical 
safety of the product. The seal 
means the procuct § is not likely to be 
hazardous if it’s used properly. 

Products that don’t have the UL 
emblem aren’t necessarily of in- 
ferior quality — but the UL seal does 
mean that the product was submit- 
ted for testing and found to be safe. 

The Good Housekeeping seal is 
another common symbol on con- 
sumer goods. Although most people 
think of it as a “‘seal of approval,” 
this seal indicates only that the pro- 
duct carries a warranty. 

The seal states, “A limited war- 
ranty to consumers — Good 
Housekeeping: promises replace- 
ment or refund if defective.”” Good 
Housekeeping magazine allows 
manufacturers to use the seal if they 
have bought a certain amount of 
advertising in the magazine. The 
magazine does, however, check 
most products that receive the seal. 

You may also see the Parents 
Magazine seal on some _ product 
packages. It states, ‘‘Limited war- 
ranty. Refund or replacement 
guaranteed by Parents Magazine if 
product or performance is defective 
and reported within 30 days of 

purchase.”’ 

‘The Parents Magazin@ seal is 
given only to products that are 

advertised in the magazine and that 
the editors believe are desirable for 
children. 

Neither of these two magazines 
guarantees that a product with the 
seal is of better quality than one 
without it. The magazines promise 
only to give a refund or replace the 
product if the store or manufacturer 
will not.

GRANITE CITY The more 
things change, the more they stay 
the same.
